princely care and paines takenin the 

Conterence at Hampton Court, a- 
moneſt many other points, touching this one 
ofthe Croſle in Baptulme,hath taken no better 
effect with many, butthat ſtill the vie of itin 
Baprtiſine is ſo greatly ſtucke at and impugned, 
For the further declaration therfore ot the true 
vie of this Ceremonie,and for the remoouing 


of all ach ſcruple as might any wayes trouble 


the corſciences otthem who are mdeed = 
ly religious , tollowing the royall ſteps ot our 
molt worthy King, becauſc he therein tollow- 
eth the rules of the Scriptures,and the practiſe 
of the Primuttue Churds we doe commend to 
al the true members of the church of England 
theſe our directions and obſcruations enſuing, 


Firſt, itis to be obſcrued, that although the 


lewes 
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lewes & Ethnicks derided both the Apoltles, 
and the reſt of the Chriſtians tor preaching 
and belceuing in him who was crucified vpon 
the Croſle: yet all both Apoſtlesand Chit 
ans were 1o farre from beeing diſcouraged 
from their proteſsion by the ignominie of the 
Croſle,as iy rather reioyced and trumphed 
in it. Yea, the holy Ghoſt by the mouthes 
of the Apoltles did honour the Name of the 
Crole ( being hatcfull among the ewes ) fo 
farre,that vnder it,he comprehended not one- 
ly Chrilt crucified, but the force, efles, and 
merits of his Death and Paſsion , with allthe 
comforts,truits, and promiſes which wee re- 
cciue or expectthereby. 

Secondly, the honour and dignitic of the 
Name of the Crofle, begat a reverend eſtima- 
tion euenin the Apotles times(tor oughtthat 
is knowen to the contrary ) ofthe ſigne of the 
Crofle : which the Chriſtians ſhontly after v- 
ſed in all theirations,thereby making an out- 
ward ſhew & proteſsion euen to the altoniſh- 
ment of the Iewes, that they werenot aſha- 
med to acknowledge him for their Lordand 
Sauiour, whodicd tor them ypon the Crolle. 
G And 
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And this ſigne they did not onely vic them- 
{clues with a kinde ot glory , when they met 
with any Iewes; but tigned therewith their 
ciuldren when they were Chriſtened , to dedti- 
cate them by that badge to his ſeruice, whoſe 
benefits beltowed vpon them in Baprtiſine, the 
awe of the Crofle did repreſent. And this 
vie of che figneot the Crolle in Baptilme was 
held in the Primitiue Church, as well by the 
Greckes as the Larines, with one conſent and 
greatapplauſe, Ar what time, it any had 
oppoled themlelues againſt it,they would cer- 
tawely haue bene cenſured as enenues of the 
name ot the Croſle,8 conſequently ot Chriſts 
merits, the ſigne whereofthey could no better 
endure. This continuall and generall vie of 
tae ſigne of the Crofle,is cuident by many te- 
{timornes of the ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly,it muſt be conlefled that in proceſle 
of tume,the ligne of the Croſle was greatly ab» 
uſed n the Churchot Rome, eſpecially after 
that corruption of Popery had oncepoſleſſed 
it.But the abuſe of a ing doth not take away 
the lawtull yſe of it. Nay, fo farre was it from 
the purpoſe ofthe Church ot England, to oa 

TM 
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fake and reic the Churches ot Italic, France, 
Spaine, Germany, or any ſuch like Churches, 
in all chings which they helde and practiſed, 
that, as the Apologie ofthe Church ot Eng- 
land confeſleth,it doth with reuerence retaine 
thoſe Ceremonies which doe neither cndam- 
mage the Church of God, nor oftende the 
minds of ſober men: and onely departed trom 
them in thoſe particular points, where in they 
were fallen both from themſelues in their anct- 
ent integritie , & trom the Apoſtolicall Chur- 
ches which were theit firlt founders. Inwhich 
reſpe&t, amongſt ſome other very ancient Ce- 
remonies, the {1gne of the Crofle in Baptiſme 
hath beneretained in this Church both by the 
wudgement and practiſe of thoſe reuerend Fa- 
thers and great Diuines in the dayes of King 
Edward the ſixth, of whome ſome conſtantly 
ſuffered tor the protefion of the trueth: and 
others being exiled in the time of Q1cene Ma- 
ry, did after their returne in the beginning of 
the Reigne of our late dread So11:rarzne, con- 
tinually detend and yle the fame. Tus reſo» 
lution and praGiſe of our C hare : hath beene 
allowed and approoued by che cenſure ypon 
| G z the 
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| the Communion Booke in King Edward the 
ſixt his dayes, and by the harmonie of conte(- 

fions of latter yeeres : becaule m deede the vie 
ot chis{1gne in Baptiſme was cuer accompa- 
nied heere with ſuch ſuthcient cautions and 
exceptions againſt all PopithS erſtition and 
ErTOUT, as 1N the like caſes are cider ht or con- 
uenient, 

Firit,the Churchof England ſince the abo- 
liſhing ot Popenic hath cuer held and taught, 
and ſo doth hold and teach (till,that the ſ1gne 
ot the Crole vſed in Baptiſme,is no part ot the 
ſubſtance ot that Sacrament. For when the 
Miniller dipping the Infant in W ater, or lay- 
ing Vater vpon the face of it(asthe maner 
alſo 15) hath pronounced theſe wordes , Ihap- 
tize thee in the Name of the Father , and of the 
Sonne, and cf the holy Ghoit , the lotantis tully 
and per tectly baptized. So asthef1gne of the 
Crolle being atterwards vſed , doeth neither

fall thereof, and take a Copie of them:
